~With almost five inches rain- 
the last thirty-six hours, and 
falling, indications are for 
the most disastrous freshet on the 
Oconee river since 1887. The river 
at 6 o’clock was 32% feet, and 
rising at the rate of 6 inches per hour. 

Reports from fatonton, Greensboro 
and Athens and ail the watershed tell 
of a very heavy rainfall al] day, which 
will increase the flood here and will 
cause the river to continue to rise for 
twelve hours. 

Very considerable alarm is felt here 
over the situation, for the flood will 
greatly damage properties and enter- 
prises located in the lowlands. 

The bridge across Little river con- 
necting Baldwin and Putnam counties, 
has been washed away, and it has 
lodged against the Georgia railroad 
bridge across the Oconee river 3 miles 
above Milledgeville.

Washington, March 15.—(Special.)— 
Democrats have not vet recovered from 
Hetheir amazement and alarm at the inti- 
mation that the heads of the depart- 
ment. of justice and the postoffice do- 
partment are not inclined to’make new 
appointments befcre the terms of pre- 
sent officeholders expire. 

This policy is to apply to all posi- 
tions whose incumbents are net guilty 
of having been perniciously active 
in politics. It wid] affect United States 
district attorneys, marshals, postmast- 
ers, collectors and revenue and customs, 
bank collectors and a lot of other fed- 
eral officeholders. 

Furthermore it became known today 
that no more big appointments would 
be announced until after the Meee wl Ses - 
sion is under way. The president and 
hig cabinet will receive suggestions 
about appointees and also how the 
congressmen making the nominations 
stand on tariff matters. Patronage 
may then be judiciously used to ad- 
vance tariff legislation. 

Much Pie on Counter. 


There were 1,400 nominations of 
President Taft that failed of confirma- 
tios, and other offices falling due 
since will add to the patronage now on 
the piecounter. The appointmentg al- 
ready announced, include a number of 
republicans who formerly held office, 
such as E. E. Clark, of the Interstate 
Commerce commission, John H. Mar- 
ble as another commissioner, and 
Charles P. Neill, commissioner of labor.

Many diseases are caused by taking 
cold. A cold ig very likely to settle 
in the nose, causing nasal catarrh. It 
may settle in the upper part of the 
throat, called the nasal pharyngeal 
apace In this space are two little 
tubes called eustachian tubes, that lead 
to the middle ear.

Catarrh of the throat mav follow 
the eustachian tubes up into the mid- 
die ear without causing much concern 
on the part of the patient. The par- 
tial loss of hearing is apt to be over- 
looked. A person may lose half 
hearing before he knows it. 

For instance, suppose a man can 
hear his watch four feet from the ear. 
If he loses his hearine to the extent 
that he can only. hear the tick of his 
Watch two feet from the ear he mav 
not suspect it at all. His hearing is 
g00d enough for ordinary purposes. 
He goes on without the slightest sus- 
Picion that he its losing his hearing. 
He may have ringing in the ear, or 
cracking and snapping sounds in the 
ear, or a feeling of pressure in the 
ear, but he is not aware that he is 
losing his hearing.

EIGHT YEARS IN 


REACHING EARTH 


New Haven, Conn., March 15.—Ob- 
servations during some twenty years 
for parallax of fixed stars have been 
completed at Yale observatory. They 
have included 238 stars of the northern 
hemisphere of the heavens. The near- 
est to the earth of these stars observed 
and the nearest of all the stars of the 
northern hemisphere is one of the sev- 


enth magnitude, invisible to the naked | 


eye. Its distance in miles from the 
earth is represented by the figures of 
46,000,000,000,000 denoted in astronom- 
ical terms by about eight “light years.” 
This means that light, which travels 
about 186,000 miles a second, would re- 
quire eight years to traverse tRe dis- 
tance from this star to the earth.

Be Deliberate in Spring Training, 


Tyrus Cobb Advises Youngsters 


By TY COBB, 
(Editor's Note—This is the fourth of 
a series of weekly articles written ex- 
clusively for The Constitution by the 
world’s greatest ball player, giving ad- 
vice and lessons to the young, inexpe- 
rienced players.)

Baseball has become such a wonder- 
ful game that every team does more 
or less spring training nowadays. 
Years ago only the major league teams 
went south to get their players into 
condition. Now many of the minur 
league clubs seek the sunny clime tn 
February and March. Even the col- 
lege nines from the north take a trip 
through the southern states in. order 
that the men may play every day un- 
der climatic tonditions that will bene- 
fit them. 
have often heard fans say: “Tha 
ball player certainly hag an easy life; 
every spring he is taken south, quar- 
tered at a fine hotel and attended by 
irainers and valets, all at the expense 
of a ball club.” 

That is the idea that you may have 
gained, but believe me the laborer who 
carries a hod or follows a plough does 
not work as hard as the diamond star 
who goes to a spring training canip. 

The arising gong at the baseball 
camp-.in the south sounds at 7 o'clock 
or thereabotits. The players get their 
breakfast, allow it to digest, go to the 
ball park and work like trojans under 
a boiling sun for two or three hours. 
They, bat, run, throw the ball around 
and are busy practically every second 
of the time spent on the ball field. 
Then they get a recess lasting about 
two hours and eat lunch if they fe:2l 
like it. if thoy are overweight they 
don't «at much, possibly munching a 
eracker and drinking a glass of but- 
terimilk. 

A Game Every Afternoon. 


Soon after luneh they put on a uni- 
form again and after a brief, batting 
and fielding practice, engage ina 
game with a scrub nine, usually calied 
Yanigans, Or a minor league or college 
nine. Andi they have to go at top 
speed in the games, too. No man is 
so sure of his job that he can afford 
to loaf in the spring. The manager 
is watching him and demands action, 
not only becduse there are usually sev-

The car is known as the Motor 
Chapel St. Peter. It was presented to 
the Extension Society by a member of 
a westenn branch of the Woman's Aux- 
iliary. 

In addition to the other equipment, 
a 20x50 foot gable roof khaki tent, 
with 7% foot walls, will be carried 
on top of the chapel. It will Le erect- 
ed and stretched over the whole car 
when shelter from rain or protection 
against the heat of the sun is required, 
so that services will be possible in all 
kinds of weather. 

According to the plans announced, 
the car will remain at each stopping 
Place for two weeks, during which 
time daily services will be held for all 
Catholic people in the territory. To 
assist the priests, gstereonticon lectures 
on the doctrines of the church will be 
yiven, the power for the lantern being 
supplied by an electric lighting system 
With which the car is completely pro- 
vided. 

The equipment includes all the usual 
church paraphernalia uand essentials 
for carrying out the rites: of the 
Ghureh in regular form and with ap- 
propriate solemnity. 

The exterior ‘construction readily 
discloses the nature of the mission for 
which the car will be emploved. The 
name of the society is lettered in gold 


ithe full length of the car and the side 


panel dischoses the name of the ear 
and the coat of arms of the society 
The eight cecthedral windows, with a 
Cross design in the center of each, 


‘and the somber gray finish of the car, 


with large tubular bells for outside 
use and a small chime for use at the 
altar. 

When the altar !snot in use it is 
pushed to the extreme rear and the 
space in front is given over to living 
quarters for the priests. A large oak 
cabinet fitted with several comPart- 
ments occupies the forward interior 
space and contains lockers for the per- 
sonal effects of two persons, lockers 
for folding cots and bed clothes, draw- 
ers for books, stationery, typewriter, 
cooking utensils, tableware, and a light 
supply of provisions. | 

Another oak cabinet built In one side 
of the interior .of the car contains 
compartments for towels, lavatory and 
drinking water supplies, a medicine 
cabinet fitted with a mirror, and a 
drop door arrangement to serve as a 
combination wash stand and typewhit- 
ing desk. On the opposite side of the 
interior is arranged a drop leaf, with 
adjustable metal brackets, to serve 
as a writing desk and genera) table. 

As many as three cots can be erected 
in berth style, suspended by meang of 
brass chains, so that the priests and 
a chauffeur may be accommodated.

Puts Lead Weight on Shoe. 
I experimented several years ago on 


a flat lead weight tacked to the center 


of the sole of my baseball shoe. I 
found that conditioned by legs better 
and they were in better shape than 
after any other spring practice I had 
ever gone through. The weight 
strengthens your leg muscles and aft- 
er using a -heavy shoe in your prac- 
tice games and you start the regular 
season with your new light shoes, 
you find your speed increased a 
whole lot. 

Never rub liniments that heat into 
your arm in the spring. . Temporarily 
it will make it feel strong and ‘allay 
the soreness. Your arm will feel so 
good that you will overwork it. Con- 
sequently you will have serious 
trouble in getting the important 
throwing asset into shape. Hot water, 
applied with towels, and a massage 
with cocoa butter, I find more bene- 
ficial than anything that can be used. 

Often you see players who are over- 
weight running around wearing rub- 
ber shirts and sweaters and losing 
some of their excess pounds. This I 
consider a dangerous undertaking. It 
is very apt, to produce a heavy cold 
and is really dangerous to your health. 

A player should be most careful of 
his stomach during the spring condi- 
tioning. I think fruit, cereal,* eggs -or 
chops and toast is sufficient for 
breakfast. Lunch should also be Hght, 
consisting of soup and hot or cold 
food easily digested. Then for din- 
ner, eat a good meal—steak, roast, 
vegetables and anything you know 
agrees with you. You have plenty of 
time to permit the evening meal to 
digest properly and provide the nour- 
ishment necessary. 

Keep Stomach rn Shape. 

A ball player cannot do his best 
work when his stomach is in bad 
shape. It makes him loggy and ir- 
ritable. He is likely to do too much 
work or too little. He doesn’t care 
which it is. Young players, particular- 
ly, should pay strict attention to their 
diet. 

I once saw a young pitcher who 
gave promise of developing into a star 
“eat himself out of the league,” as 
the saying goes. He joined the team 
in the south and we were quartered 
at a hotel where they served meals 
that would swamp the ordinary man, 
even if he did outdoor work. How- 


ever, this young man never quit unfl” 
he cleared his plate, He was s0 
afraid that he would not get the ra- 
tions due him that he often asked for 
a second helping. The club was pay- 
ing the bills and he did not want the 
management to lose any money. 

“Kid, you’re going to eat your way 
out of this league,” one of the veterans 
told him in a spirit of kindliness. 

“Oh, I'll be here when you are down 
and out,” was the retort. 

But when we returned to the north 
the young pitcher had departed from 
our midst.” He gormandized to such an 
extent that he became indolent. He 
was always seeking the shade and rest- 
ing. When he was discovered and 
batting practice was in progress he 
would go to the extreme end of center 
field and stand there like a statue. 
When balls were hit out near him he 
would leisurely chase them. The food 
had made him so loggy that his sole 
— was to escapé all the work possi- 

le. 

Young players may think a manager 
escapes those things. But he doesn't. 
It is the manager's business to know 
what the ball player is doing. Although 
there are usually thirty and some- 
times as high as forty men in a major 
league training camp, the boss of the 
squad is cognizant of the daily work of 
every man. The loafer is put down as 
no good-and the manager is wonder- 
ing what minor league team will take 
him before the spring practice is very 
old. So don’t overeat. 

Map Out Your Own Program. 

While plenty of rules could be laid 
down for spring conditioning, it is best 
for a man to find out what his par- 
ticular system needs and then follow 
out his own campaign. For instance, 
a star pitcher, like Walter Johnson. 
Joe Wood, Christy Matthewson and 
Mordecai Brown, usvally knows the 
amount of work necessary for him to 
get into condition. Some of these men 
do not pitch a ball the first few days 
ins camp. They may play handball, 
tennis, golf or some other game which 
brings all the muscles into play. A 
favorite pastime with many veterans 
is to kick a soccer football around the 
field, thereby improving their wind and 
leg muscles. For a pair of good un- 
derpins are just as important 
pitcher as an outfielder. 

When these veterans finally reach 
the point where they think they can 


use their arm, they handle it like your | 


mother does her favorite cut glass.

Youth Fools His Manager. 

There is a story told about one of 
the pitching finds of recent years 
Wich is apropos. When he reported 
to the club at the training camp, he 
followed out his own plan of cam- 
paign. He did not rush to the man- 
ager and ask for work, but was willing 
to pitch at his own gait when asKed. 
Consequently, he had not shown his 
true worth when the team started 
north. The manager had nearly made 
arrangements to send the youngster to 
a minor league club when the change 
Came, 

“i'd like to pitch the game today,” 
the twirler told the chiet. 

“Well, warm up and I may give you 
a chance,” was the reply. And that 
kid did warm up. He knew that his 
arm Was right and he showed the boss 
Some curves and fast ones which he 
did not know existed. He won the ex- 
hibition contest and a regular berth. 


And he has been in the major league 


ever since. 

So you see it is hard to give you a 
routine for spring training. Don't 
make the mistake of OverWorking. And 
don’t shirk work to tne extent where 
you will be labeled lazy. Strike a 
happy medium and stick to it. Take 
your time, fo rthe training season is 
long enough to bring you to the post 
right. Then when you know that you 
are in condition, go in the game and 
show what you can do. 

Finally, remember that what appears 
to be hard work is after all play, if 
you take it that way. And when you 
have made good and are earning a 
major league salary, you will be glad 
that you stuck to the arduous grind 
of the spring training camp.

WHAT JESUP CLUB UNDERTAKES. 

One of its first efforts after organi- 
zation was to purchase a beautifully 
Pine wooded tract of four acres for 
the purpose of establishing a city park. 
After the land was purchased a litiga- 
tion concerning the ownership of the 
property arose, but the members pluck- 
ily stood by their guns until the war- 
ranty deeds were in the possession of 
the club. This step of course involved 
not only considerable time, but also 
/.money. Following the settlement 
favor of the club a landscape garden- 
er was employed and the park tract 
simply but tastily laid out in walks 
and lanes. Swings of the best steel 
and iron construction as well as seats 
of the same quality were placed in the 
park and then the club formally turned 


all its white citizens. Deeds to the 
property were kept by the club that 
they might still have the direct super- 
vision of its maintenance as well as 
to prevent any future disposal] of the 
property for any use other than that 
for which it was established. 

The next movement was the estab- 
lishing of a club room and rest room, 
both t{n the same building, but with 
the expenses of each separately con- 
ducted. The rest room provided espe- 
cially for women and children from 
the country districts has a competent 
matron in charge, whose duties are to 
assist with the children brought tn by 
the mothers in any and every possible 
wway: to Keep neat and comfortable the 
room that is supplied with rocking and 
children’s chairs, a child's bed, a nice 
heater, books, magazines and

Opened the South’s Eyes. 

That exposition opened the south’s 
eyes and within a short time founda- 
tions for cotton mills were being laid 
in many places in every section of 
the south. It aroused also the man 
from the east. For the first time he 
began to see he could do in the south 
what he had been taught to believe 
could be done nowhere except in the 
east. It didn’t take him long to learn 
that he could save money more read- 
ily and quickly by bringing his mill 
south than he had been by carrying 
the cotton up east and that he could 
have in addition an interest in the 
by-products of which he had 
known before. 

The exposition was opened October 
5, 1881, and closed the last day of 
that year. From start to finish it 
drew great crowds every day, the 
largest single-day attendance being 
10,293, and when a cash balance had 
been struck there was found in the 
treasury several thousand dollars. 

Before the exposition closed a joint 
stock company was formed to buy the 
buildings as they stood, to be used as 
a cotton factory. The main building

factory. And today the cotton expo- 
sition of ’81 is the home of the At- 
lanta cotton mills, the second cotton 
mill to be located in Atlanta.

THE REAL PARAMOUNT ISSUE. 

Recently members of the National Eco- 
nomic league, to the number of 635, took a 
poll to determine which one of the great 
issues before the American people the ma- 
jority of their number regarded as para- 
mount. The result is significant and ought 
to offer a sign-post to the legislator and the 
politician who find difficulty in interpreting 


the public mind. Here it is: 


1. Efficiency in the administration of 


justice, 266. 
2. The tariff, 252. 
Phe monetary system of the United 


3. 
States, 221. 
4. Conservation of natural] resources, 213. 


5. Efficiency and economy in govern- 
ment, 1932. 3 
The results of this poll may be regarded 


as fairly representative of public opinion 
in this country. It will be noticed that the 
members addressed themselves to the fun- 
damental evils that have threatened sta- 
bility and justice of government for centu- 
ries. It is highly indicative of an awakened 
national sentiment that judicial reform 
should head the list. 

As a matter of fact, the remodeling of 
the courts into some semblance of efficien- 
cy {s really the leading issue in America. 
It is, of course, important that the tariff 
be revised, currency reformed, our re- 
sources conserved and other corrective 
measures effectualized. But of what avail 
will these various advance steps be, if the 
tribunals: that stand between society and 
crime and that mete out justice between 
men, fail of their purpose? 

We have, as President Wilson intimated 
in his inaugural address, been so engrossed 
in creating: prosperity that we have for- 
gotten that the courts are the concrete ex- 
pression of authority and the bulwark of 
our popular institutions. Given weak, dis- 
criminating or inefficient courts and gov- 
ernment is threatened more than it would 
be by venal legislatures and executives. 

The thinking people of America demand 
the end of the tyranny of technicality; they 
demand the trial of causes on their merits, 
and not by outworn precedents; they de- 
mand that the law shall be swiftly and 
equitably administered, without discrimina- 
tion as between high and low, ri¢h and 
poor; they demand that tne inequality with 
which courts now labor as against the 
parasitic criminal, be removed. ‘We may 
revise the tariff and set our house in order 
in many other respects. Until we bring 
the courts to efficiency, our task will be 
only partially done. 


WHAT MILITARISM COSTS. 


In singularly. apt conjunction with the 
crisis in the Balkans and the Mexican im- 
broglio the Fourth American Peace Con- 
gress, to be held at St. Louis May 1, 2 
and 8, will emphasize the desirability of 
world-peace both from the economic and 
the sentimental points of view. President 
Wilson has accepted the honorary presi- 
dency of the congress, and former Presi- 
dent Taft, Senator Elihu Root and many 
national figures are associated with the 
movement. Governor Brown has appointed 
a strong delegation from Georgia, and rep- 
resentation from the country generally 
bids fair to be more numerous and promi- 
nent than since the organizing of the con- 
ference. St. Louis has made _ elaborate 
preparations to entertain the gathering. 

It is the individual taxpayer that has to 
pay for staggering armament. He does not 
know the cost of it, and what could be 
done with his money thus Invested if men 
could be persuaded out of the lust for 
violence that now obsesses the world. Here 
are a few cold figures. In the eight years 
transpiring just after the Spanish-American 
war the increase in army and navy ex- 
penditures was $1,072,000,000. That sum 
exceeds the national debt by $158,000,000. 
It is twice as much as the highest esti- 
mate of carrying out the deep waterways 
projects. It is three times the estimated 
cost of the Panama canal, including pur- 
chase price from the French company. 

That is one set of comparisons. Here’s 
another. The White Mountain forest re- 
serve could be purchased and planted for 
the cost of one battleship. Fifty manual 
training schools could be built and equipped 
with necessary tools and appliances for 
the cost of one battleship, teaching the 
rudiments of a trade to 75,000 young people 
each year. The cost of a battleship would 
build a macadam road of approved con- 
struction between Chicago and New York. 
Military expenditures for a few years 
would wipe out tuberculosis in this country. 


These are only a few of the big things: 


that could be accomplished with the money 
of the people if it were not locked up in 
expensive armament itself doomed to swift 
decay. The worst feature is that the craze 
for militarism is increasing. Soon the na- 
tions, our own included, will be engaged in 
an insane competition with bankruptcy at 
the other end. And the small taxpayer is 
paying the freight. 

In view of these material considera- 
tions, not to invoke humanity, it is to be 
hoped the forthcoming congress at St. 
Louis will be of world-wide influence. Ret- 
rogression is the price civilization is pay- 
ing for swaggering around in a Christian 
age like an armed bully. 


THE PROBLEM OF THE AGES. 


As never in the history of this or any 
other country the mask is now being torn 
from the social evil, those subjects hereto- 
fore whispered are being boldly discussed, 
and the causes that go to the making of the 
scarlet woman being brought squarely to 
the light of day. Probably the current in- 
vestigations of the Illinois vice commission 
are the most sweeping and inclusive. The 
one danger that needs to be guarded 
against is that the inquiry will become hys- 
terical, end in snap judgment conclusions 
and the campaign it represents go the way 
of so many of its predecessors born in well- 
intentioned but unsteady impulse. 

The probe has progressed sufficiently 
to justify one inference—that traffic in 


girlhood and womanhood is not fed at any 
one source, and that those who offer any 
single panacea or specific are predestined 
to failure in their efforts. For a time it 
was a favorite custom to declare that the 
source of the social evil was almost purely 
economic, and that if living wages were 
paid it would quickly dwindle. Passing by 
the fact that it is extremely difficult to 
establish just what is a “living wage,” the 
personal and anonymous testimony of girls 
before the Illinois commission is important 
as showing one of the great recruiting 
agencies for vice. Girl after girl has de- 
clared that not low wages or desire for fine 
dress, but the persistent attentions of hu- 
man beasts of prey were responsible for 
her downfall. 

“Make the men good,” runs the simple 
philosophy of one of them, “and the women 
will be good also.” Throughout the evi- 
dence are stories to the effect that young 
men and boys actually pursue these girls, 
attacking them at susceptible ages, deceiv- 
ing them with false tales of life, making 
a mockery of the most sacred of emotions, 
exhausting every trick known to deception 
and beguilement to attain their ends. 

It is not pleasant to say nor to read, 
but if a remedy is to be found the truth 
must be faced—and the truth is that in 
this’ most complex and baffling of all 
civilization it is simple folly to ignore the 
lure of sex. That is precisely what many 
of our well-meaning but impractical phil- 
anthropists are unwittingly doing. To raise 
wages, to establish homes for derelicts, and 
to wipe out red light districts is simply 
working on the symptoms—the real evil 
lies at the foundation of human nature, in 
which resistance is weakened and a warp- 
ed view of life cultivated because of the 
maudlin and mock-modest attitude of soci- 
ety. This cancer is the growth of the ages. 
It is not going to be cured by the salves 
of the moment,

and, in numberless cases, the breaks have 
grown to the point where they cannot be 
repaired. The inevitable result is that the 
asphalted streets that should be smooth 
and in excellent repair from end to end 
are slashed and broken up with holes vary- 
ing from the size of a stovelid to those as 
big as a wagon. The city attorney has 
actually held that the municipality is liable 
to damage suits for the disgraceful condi- 
tion of these streets, and it may any day 
be haled into court and mulcted in heavy 
sums. 

Is council going to amble along its in- 
different way and let all the money invest- 
ed in these streets go up in smoke?

WASHINGTON 
SIDELIGHTS.

Washington, March 14.—(Special.)—Oscar 
W. Underwood is still in the saddle. He has 
been re-elected by the house democrats as 
chairman of the ways and means committee, 
which carries with it the house leadership. 
His hand will guide the shaping of tariff 
bills and the assignment of members to com- 
mittee work. 

The re-election of Mr. Underwood as 
leader came immediately upon the heels of 
a statement that he had lost control of the 
committee and of the house. It was said 
he had been outvoted in the committee and 
his views of tariff revision repudiated. There 
never was any truth in this, and his election 
without a contest proves it conclusively. 

A New York newspaper, which has al- 
ways been bitterly hostile to democratic 
ideas on bhe tariff, and one of the Atlanta 
afternoon newspapers published the report. 
Supporters, as well as opponents, of Mr. 
Underwood on the cabinet, assured me there 
was absolutely no truth in’°the rumor, and 
later proved it by their votes. Represent- 
ative A. Mitchell Palmer of Pennsylvania, 
William G. Brantley of Georgia and Claude 
Kitchin of North Carolina, all unhesitat- 
ingly said the reports of fricnun in tne com- 
mittee room were without foundation. They 
also said Mr. Underwood invariably had a 
majority of the committee with him on every 
vote. 

Consulted by Wilson. 

Mr. Underwood has not only been con- 
sulted freely by President Wilson, as was 
natural; but his suggestions and advice in 
regard to tariff legislation has been strictly 
followed, which has proved disquieting to 
some of the house leader's opponents. 

The prediction is safely ventured that the 
president will give greater heed to Under- 
wood’s wishes and advice in regard to vari- 
ous tariff problems, such as free wool and 
free sugar, than to those of Mr. Bryan, wh? 
favors a free raw material program. 

Whatever may arise in future to bring 
about antagonisms between the president 
and the democratic leader, they are today 
working in absolute harmony. The fact that 
Candidate Underwood opposed Candidate 
Wilson for the nomination, and carried many 
southern states against him, has not affected 
in the slightest the attitude ‘of President 
Wilson toward Democratic Jeader Under- 
wood. 

Had he not realized the need for Under- 
wood’s strong guiding hand in the house 
during the next four years, Mr. Wilson 
would unquestionably have asked the bril- 
lilant young Alabamian to accept a cabinet 
portfolio. But realizing that need, he secures 
the benefit of a capable man’s aid in the 
legislative branch of the government, as 
well as his counsel and advice when needed. 
Mr. Underwood is the prime minister of the 
American parliament. 


Cabinet Members Not Offictals. 

It may cause surprise to the average man 
who Knows the high place that a cabinet 
member occupies in our scheme of national 
government to be told that these ten heads 
of departments have no legal standing what- 
ever. They are not the creation either of 
the federal constitution nor of any act of 
congress. 

Cabinet members are the heads of vari- 
ous executive departments which congress 
has created from time to time, and as such 
are called into council by the president to 
advise with him concerning the affairs of 
their departments and of the government 
generally. 

When congress creates a new department 
it does not say that {t shall be under a 
cabinet officer, but under a “secretary.” In 
other words, the high and honorable cabinet 
members are merely secretaries of the presi- 
dent, who have by reason of the importance 
of the work assigned to them, come to stand 
next to the president and only a little lower 
in the political scale. But they are named 
by the president, and may be removed by 
him at any time. Like most other presiden- 


tial nominees, they must be confirmed by the 


senate, but this does not give them any defi- 
nite term of office or legal standing. 

These facts were brought up recently in 
connection with the creation of the new 
department of labor under Secretary Wil- 
liam B. Wilson. This was the tenth denart- 
ment to be created, thus making ten mem- 
bers of the cabinet. 

The department of foreign affairs was 
the first created. It dates from July 1789. 
Two months later its name was changed to 
the department of state. 

The other departments were created in 
this order, and it is of some interest since 
the succession to the presidency descends 
from the vice president to the cabinet mem- 
bers in the line of seniority of their crea- 
tion: 

Department of war, August 7, 1789: treas- 
ury department, September 2, 1789; attorney 
general, September 22, 1789, and he was 
made the head of the department of justice 
on June 28, 1870. The first postmaster ren- 
eral was named on September 22, 1789, and 
a general postoffice was established at the 
seat of government on May 8, 1794. It was 
not raised to the dignity of the postoffice 
department until an act by congress ap- 
proved June 8, 1872. 

The navy department was created as a 
separate department of the government in 
1789. 

These five departments—state, war, navy, 
treasury and attorney general—were al]l the 
cabinet members that were provided for 
until just before the civil war. The home 
department, which later became the depart- 
ment of the interior, was created on March 
8, 1849, and the department of agriculture 
on May 15, 1862, although the head of the 
department was known as the commissioner 
of agriculture until February 9, 1889, when 
he became secretary of agriculture. 

The bureau of labor was first established 
on June 27, 1884, and placed under the diree- 
tion of a commissioner of labor. The bureau 
was changed to the department of labor on 
June 13, 1888, and on February 14, 1903, was 
enlarged to embrace the activities of the 
department of commerce and labor. This 
year the department was divided into two 
separate departments, one of commerce and 
one of labor. 


The New Department of Labor. 

President Taft approved the bill creating 
the department of labor on March 4, 1913, a 
few hours before retiring from office. 

It is set forth in the act that the purpose 
of the new department is “to foster, pro- 
mote and develop tne welfare of the wage- 
earners of the United States, to improve 
working conditions, and to advance 
opportunities for profitable employ- 


their 
their 
ment.”’ 

Under this department are gathered the 
bureaus that handle immigration, the chil- 
dren's bureau, and all others dealing with 
labor and labor statistics. 

The secretary of labor is also authorized 
to act as mediator and to appoint commis- 
sioners of conciliation in labor disputes 
whenever in his judgment the interests of 
industrial peace may require it to be done. 

The new head of the department formerly 
worked in the coal mines of Pennsylvania, 
was elected to congress, became chairman 
of the committee on labor, and is now ele- 
vated to the dignity of a cabinet officer, with

tors, nurses, firemen, policemen and a few 
others who cannot get to church. Let the 
statement be so modified, then, as to read: 
This ts the day when some people dress as 
well as they can and go to church. 

Why do they g0? Some go because parent 
or school requires it; some because dinner 
is not ready, and they have nowhere else 
to fgo; some to wear good clothes; some to 
see what others wear; some to hear good 
music; some because the preacher t{s an 
attractive speaker; some out of respect for 
wife, husband, brother, sister, or friend, who 
is going; some In memory of a sainted parent 
who taught the habit; some because they 
have religion, and have vowed to “attend 
upon the ordinances” of the church. 

There are some fortunate individuals 
who go because religion, or conscience, com- 
pels; there is nowhere else they care to go; 
they want to go with who is going; they 
want to wear their good clothes, and see 
their neighbors well dressed; they like good 
music, and they enjoy good preaching. 

It happens that there are some people 
who are neither doctor, nurse, fireman, or 
policeman, who do not go to church, and 
who have as many reasons for not going as 
others have for going. The fact fs, come to 
think of it, it is usually the fellow who stays 
away, rather than the one who goes, who ts 
asked the reason. The one who does not 
go may lack religion, or he may be unmind- 
ful of the courtesy due those who would 
accompany him; or he may disregard the 
memory of those who have gone; he may 
have no ear for music, and no taste for the 
average type of pulpit oratory; his clothes 
may be seedy, or out of style; he may not 
give a cent what other folks wear; he may 


have somewhere else to go, or he may want 


to sleep; he may have nobody to require 
him to go. 
Drawing and Pushing. 

Now, going to church ts pretty much Ike 
going anywhere else. There must be some- 
thing to draw, as well as something to push. 
It takes “old-time religion,” and stacks of it, 
and respect for others, and plenty of good 
clothes, to induce man, woman, or child, to 
go regularly to hear an unattractive, harsh, 
unstudious minister saw away, Sabbath after 
Sabbath, upon the same dry Patriarchal 
bones, with never a hint of red corpuscles, 
A live preacher, student of men and books, 
with a God’s message for the hungry souls 
of men, will draw and hold an audience, 
even though the singers may be squeaky 
and the organ out of tune.

“BOSS” LORD OF THE SUN. 


(Edward G. Riggs, in Harper’s Weekly.) 

It is not easy to tell of Chester S. Lord, 
who has just resigned the post of managing 
editor of The Sun, in a column or two. There 
is not a newspaper man in this country who 
would not like to read a volume or two 
about him. And it would take an entire 
Harper’s Weekly even to scratch the surface 
of this man’s career in newspaperdom. The 
average life of a managing editor on the 
metropolitan press is about two years, and 
yet Lord has been for thirty-two years the 
chief captain who has steered the news col- 
umns of The Sun every hour of the day and 
night. Only a newspaper man can quite 
appreciate what that means. 

There is not a newspaper man of account 
who does not know what Lord has accom- 
plished for The Sun. Like Dana, he has 
been a great judge of men. His discern- 
ment has been little short of miraculous. 
Calm, dispassionate, without the slightest 
atom of impulse, as wise as a serpent and 
as gentle as a dove, Lord got- about him a 
staff that has been regarded by newspaper 
men as the most Drilllant in the country. 
Independent in thought, with a placid idea 
of the dignity of his place, every ready to 
concede the other fellow’s point of view even 
though maintaining hts own, Lord was never 
known in all the thirty-two years of his 
managing editorship of The Sun to utter an 
unkind word to any man on the paper, no 
matter how humble his station. He ruled 
by Kindness. He did not believe in. the old 
maxim that molasses catches more flies 
than vinegar; he was convinced that both 
moral and worldly wisdom called for consid- 
eration and on many occasions extenuation. 
He is naturally a kind man. And yet in no 
newspaper office in the country was there a 
nicer discipline than on The Sun under Lord. 

If a fellow was beaten on a story he did 
not discharge the man as some of the jump- 
ing jacks of journalism would have done. 
He remembered the good work and the 
“beats” that the fellow had turned tn, and 
recollected full well that in this vale of 
tears and competitive human nature any 
chap, no matter how brilliant or keen, was 
likely to have one “put over on” him by the 
equally keen and brilliant members of other 
newspaper staffs. Lord was a just man. He 
was fair and square, and the members of 
his staff would break their necks for him. 
With a high merit of his own, he was ever 
ready to recognize merit. He encouraged 
the efforts of office boys in The Sun office to 
become members of the general staff. He 
never denounced, he always encouraged.

Simplicity to Mark Administration. 

True Jeffersonian gimplicity is to mark 
the new administration. That and a deep 
religious tone and activity in church affairs.

If the new secretary of state should 
undertake to put into effect any of 
his free raw material views through 
his influence with members of the sen- 
ate and house, it is going to cause a 
most’ embarrassing situation. On the 
other hand, if he will be content to 
express his opinion around the cabi- 
Net table only, or when his advice and 
counsel {is solicited by the president, 
it will not be so bad. 

Ever since the November election, 
when it became evident that Mr. Bryan 
would be in the cabinet, his probable 
attitude toward legislation, and espe- 
cially tariff legislation, has been the 
subject of absorbing speculation. 

Mr Bryan has very decided views on 
the subject of free wool and free sugar. 
The rates in the present law on raw 
wool average 42 per cent. The Under- 
wood bill averaged 29 per cent, and 
was estimated to raise $40,556,000. If 
Sugar is put on the free list $52,309,371 
of revenue will be lost annually. 

Of course, Mr. Bryan's theories would 
Play havoc with the revenues of the 
government, but his friends say the 
loss could be made up by the income 
tax. 

The mere suggestion that Mr. Bryan 
intended to meddle in congressional atf- 
fairs at all caused dismay and intro- 
duced an element of uncertainty into 
the situation. Should he do so every 
move made by a “Bryan man” itn the 
house or senate would be credited to 
his dictation. 

If he should be drawn into the tariff 
fight, he would naturally be expected 
to extend his activities to reward his 
friends by helping them with other 
Matters, or punish his enemies. 

Want Him to Keep Hands Off. 


An announcement that Mr. Bryan in- 
tends to Keep severely hands off in re- 
gard to all legislative matters except 
euch as’ come under the state depart- 
ment, over which he presides, will be 
received with great satisfaction by 
members of congress, the friends of 
Mr. Bryan and the administration. 

If Mr, Bryan shows the possession 


of skill and diplomacy in handling the’ 


nation’s’ foreign affairs, he will win 
new laurels for himself and advance 
the interests of the democratic admin- 
istration.. If he neglects those duties 
to take a hand in domestic problems, 
except as one member of Mr. Wilson's 
cabinet, he will cause embarrassment 
and annoyance. 

'Even ‘the friends of Mr. Bryan real- 
fixe that as secretary of state he is a 
far different person from the editor of 
The Coinmoner, and thrice the candi- 
date of' his party for the presidency. 
Then he was free to urge upon con- 
gress such legislation as he thought 
proper. | He could then, with propriety, 
attempt to influence congress; but to 
do so now would not only be highly 
improper and proof of unfaithfulness 
to the man under whom he had accepi- 
ed service, but would also be resented 
by congress and create far more trou- 
ble, if possble, than the famous Bryan.-

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KING OF TROTTERS LEAVES 
TO BEGIN SPRING TRAINING 
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Uhlan, the fastest trotter in the world and king of the J. C. K. Billings stable. 


Brunswick, Ga. March 15.—(Special). 
Two or three carloads of horses, trav- 
eling in special cars, and composing 
the stables of J. C. K, Billings, the 
great horseman, have left Brunswick, 
after being here for the past three 
months in winter quarters. Among 


the horses were some of the most val- | 
uable animals in the world, and !t is| 


impossible to even estimate the value:

of them, as one of the horses alone, 
Uhlan, could-not be purchased for any 
amount of money. This great horse, 
which, vear by year, has lowered his 
own record and approached all others, 
last year established what is now, and 
will for some time to come, be 
the world’s record for one mile. In 
order to lower the previous’ record 
Uhlan had to go faster than’ such 
horses as Croesus, Lou Dillon, Dan 
Patch and other holders of world 
records, 

But this great horse does not only 
hold the world record for a mile, but 
has a number of other records which 
may never be broken. “Doc” Tanner, 
the noted trainer, who has been in the 
city with the horses, when asked if 
he expected any new records by Uhlan 
the coming season, merely said: 

“It is hard to tell what Uhlan will 
do; it seems that he has trotted faster 
and faster each year; he is now itn 
the very pink of condition, and it 
would not surprise me to see a new 
record established by him this season.” 

Breaks Mile Record. 

Last year at Cleveland, Ohio, Uhlan 
broke the world’s record for one mile, 
trotting it in 1 minute and 58 seconds: 
the previous record havine been 
minutes flat. The horse was driven on 
this occasion by Mr. Tanner. 

Driven by his owner, Mr. Billings, 
Uhlan covered one-half mile in 
66 1-5 seconds, which is the record for 
that distance.

Driven to a wagon, this great horse 
also holds the world’s record. having 
covered the distance in 2 minutes flat. 
My. Billings also held the reins when 
this record was established. 

Uhlan had béen owned Dy a north- 
ern farmer and attracted the attention 
Billings and Mr. Tanner. 
When negotlatlons were opened for 
the purchase of the horse the farmer- 
owner realized probably that he had 
a great horse and $35,000 was the price 
he fixed on him, and this was the sum 
paid for the present holder of the 
world’s record. When Uhlan estab- 
lished his present great record the 
former owner was at the track, hav- 
ing made a trip of several hundred 
miles in order fo see the horse per- 
form. 

Ready for Spring Training 
Tanner, together with all of the 
horses, went from Brunswick to Mem- 
phis, where the horses will go into 
active training. They will be kept 
there until the latter part of June, and 
will then be shipped to Cleveland, 
where they will race for the first time 
on July 7. 

While Uhlan tis the fastest and most 
valuable horse jin the lot, there are a 

of others. Among them is 
Russell, a 33-year-old. This 
last year, when entered 
among the. 2-year-olds, established a 
record in that class, golng a mile in 
2:12. This year Lord Russell has been 
entered in all the futurities and big 
things are expected of him. 

Lou Billings, a filly 8 years old, is 
another promising horse. This young- 
ster has shown great ability and trav- 
much after the fashion of her 
mother, the great Lou Dillon. 

So well satisfied has both Mr. Bil- 
lings and Mr. Tanner been with Bruns- 
wick that it is practically certain that 
all of the horses will come here again 
next winter. This is the fourth season 
that they have wintered in this city.

‘Rockefeller Institute of Research, New 


York city, that he has found the germ 
which causes infantile paralysis, has 


aroused keenest interest among scien- 
| tists and local physiclans, eminent in

of the most important discoveries of 
recent years. 

Dr. Flexner, who atated that the or- 
ganism was one of the smallest ever 
identified, said that in the cultivation 
of it, the use of a medium freed from 
oxygen had been found necessary and 
that because it could grow only in the 
absence of oxygen it would never be 
found in blood or in any cavity con- 
taining oxy@en. 

Dr. Flexner, referring to a treatise

New Quarantine Rule 
Encouraging Farmers 


To Kill Cattle Tick 


Washington, March 15.—Imcreased 
activity in the work of eradicating the 
eattle tick may be expected to follow 
the revision of the quarantine regula- 
tions just announced by the United 
States department of agriculture. This 
is the opimion expressed today by 
President Finley, of the Southern Ralil- 
way company, who said: 

“The provision that cattle may be 
shipped from the quaramtined area 
under the certificate of am inspector of 
the bureau of animal industry § that 
they have been dipped twice with an 
interval of from five to ten days, in 
an arsenical solution or otherwise 
treated in a manner satisfactory to 
the gecretary of agriculture and under 
the supervision of am inspector and 
that they are free from infection, will 
greatly encourage farmers to get the 
ticks out of their herds. It will en- 
able the individual farmer to bemefit 
from his work before the locality in 
which he lives is entirely released 
The revised regula- 
ions indicate a desire of the depart- 
ment of agriculture to remove restric- 
tiong on the movement of cattle from 
the quarantined area go far as it may 
safey be done.

Most Famous of All the Sioux 
Chiefs Dies of Pneumonia 
in Washington. 


Washington, March 15.—Hollow 
Horn Bear, big chief of the Sioux 
Indians on the Rosebud, South Dakota 
reservation and probably most famous 
of all Sioux chieftains. died here early 
today of pneumonia. 

For sixty-four years the Lig chiet 
had defied death on the war path, the 
plains, the mountains and the forest, 


but the inclemency of March weather 
in Washington, where he came to at- 
tend President Wilson's inauguration, 
was too much for the old warrior. 
When he was stricken last Wednesday 
the young chiefs of his party consent- 
ed to take him to the pale face medi- 
cine men at a hospital, where it was 
seen there was no hope. 

Hollow Horn lingered in a semi-con- 
scious condition until early today 
when just about the time the break- 
fast smoke was curling through the 
tops of his peoples’ tepees on the Da- 
kota reservation, the Great Spirit call- 
ed him to the happy hunting grounds. 
Born a pagan, Hollow Horn died a de- 
vout Christian. The Rev. William H. 
Ketchum, director of the bureau of 
Catholic missions, gave.him the last 
rite.

It would make any true man or wom- 
an’s heart ache to go into the ordi- 
nary’s office when the money has been 
sent to the county for distribution and 
see the old men and women walting 
to receive their pension. Many maim- 
ed, without arm or leg, many more 
feebly and thinly clad, and many at 
home too old or sick to.come, have 
sent for their money, the only thing 
that stands between them and abject 
want or starvation. I went in for the 
pension of an old woman—old, poor, 
sick and almost friendless, but a sol- 
dier’s wife—the wife of one of our boys 
of the sixties. Imagine my surprise 
when, glancing at the check as it was 
handed to me, to see, “Sarah Wilson, 
$59." -Looking at the sheets of checks 
in the ordinary’s lap I saw all the page 
in front of him was $59. 

Now, I am not criticising the ordi- 
naries of our counties for perhaps the 
Breat trouble occasioned by the receiv- 
ing and paying out the money is worth 
$1 for each $59, but is it just for the 
state to promise $60 and give only $59? 
Is it right for the state to pay the 
money out in such a way that $1 out 
of every $60 should be taken from the 
old soldiers to pay the man who dis- 
ributes the money? If any one shouid 
pay the ordinary isn’t it right for the 
State to pay it, or promise only $59? 

I believe there are United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy organizations 
in every county in our state, and if 
there are not J am sure our state pres- 
ident, Mrs. Lamar, would be glad to 
obligate herself to organize one in 
every county, and I know 1 speak for 
the Francis Bartow chapter of the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy 
of Bartow county when I say we, 28 
an organization, would gladly 
bond, receive and pay out every 
of the pension money for Bartow 
tv without one penny of cost, either to 
the state or to the old soldiers or their 
widows. In this I feel sure we would

THROWN FROM TRAIN,

DAUGHTERS OF THE AMERICAN REVOLUTION 


Paris, March 15.—There is a ring of 
the old and bold France in her palm- 
lest days In the reply of the war min- 
istry of the republic to the gage show'n 
down by Germany’s enormous military 
preparations. The French chamber ts 
tc be asked to vote $130,000,000 to 
place the army of the republic in a 
state of perfect efficiency to cope with 
any contingency. 

Something like a feverish anxiety— 
lest she find herself hopelessly out- 
oistanced as a military power by Ger- 
many has seized upon France. 

Public opinion has been 
stirred by the action of Germany in 
raising her peace footing to 865,000 
against France’s 600,000—a crushing 
superiority which has aroused the 
French government to instant action. 
As a result of many cabinet councils 
the government has decided: 

Parliament is to be asked to vote, 
without delay, an extra budgetry 
credit of about $30,000,000 for the 
completion before the end of the vear 
of certain reforms in material, ete. 

Before the coming vacation parlia- 
ment will be asked to vote a second 
credit of over $100,000,000 to cover the 
cost of any army program to be com- 
pleted within a given: period, like the 
German program of 1911 and of 1912. 
This program will deal with the 
strengthening of fortresses, the per- 
fecting of artillery ammunition, heavy 
artillery and . aeronautics. 

In order to increase the 
is proposed to restore to their regi- 
ments men now employed in the ad- 
ministration services. to encourage en- 
listment and re-enlistment and to in- 
crease the number of native recruits in 
Algeria, Tunis and West Africa. 

As, however, it is prodably that 
these measures wil] prove Inadequate 
to satisfy the military autnorities, the 
minister of war has been asked to pre- 
pare a bill containing measures for 
dealing with a defici#ncy. Of possible 
solution of the shortage in effective 
troops the most important are: 

1. The return to: the three vears’ 
System of service with. the colors. 

2. The re-establishment of three 
years service for the cavalry only. 

3. Thirty months’ service for all 
arms. 

Should any opposition be made the 
Sovernment will immediately make 
the adoption of their program a ques- 
tion of confidence. In this attitude 
they are encouraged not only by the 
general sentiment of the country, but 
by politicians of all classes and the 
press of all shades of opinion. The 
government’s proposal to re-establish 
the three years’ service is an extra 
“blood tax,” which is likely to result 
in dangerous feeling against Germany,

FOR THE SALESMEN

in his work and keep him loyal to 
his house? 

Shall he be paid a fixed salary and 
his expenses allowed? 

This will relieve him of concern re- 
garding his personal traveling and 
family expenses, and will leave him 
free to devote his whole time to his 
business, but does not this very con- 
dition of being on easy street tend to 
make the average man careless in re- 
gard to money matters? His drafts 
reach him regularly; he gets into the 
habit of paying out money for his ex- 
penses, and consequently he pays out 
his own money as readily, and often- 
times is surprised to find he hag come 
out financially behind at the end of 
the year. He may have made good 
on his sales and perhaps receives an 
increase in salary the next year, but 
this will only tend to make him more 
easy in money matters, and at the end 
of the second year, he finds himself 
again behind, or at least not more than 
even. 

A few years of this kind of experi- 
ence will soon put a man in a rut, and 
he will cease to make any special ef- 
forts, feeling that it is no use, that he 
is not making headway and never will, 
unless he can get into some other lin 
of business, and in consequence, if he 
can hold his sales up to a minimum, 


he thinks he ts doing pretty well, and 


lets well enough alone. 
Salary or Commission? 


Shall the salesman’s compensation be 
on a commission basis, with or with- 
Out @ drawing account? 

This, to an ambitious man. is a stim- 
ulus, and will cause him to put forth 
every effort to make large sales, and 
pile up his commissions. 

His efforts are, however, more in his 
own behalf than in behalf of the 
house. The connection is not as close 
as a salaried man; He is spending his 
Own money to .bulld up the business, 
and feels that it ts his business and 
not the business of the house. 

If he has an opportunity to make 
a change, or to take on another line 
of goods to his own better advantage, 
why should he not do so? 

Salary and expenses, and an interest 
in the business, to be paid for from 
dividends and profits on sales, {g the 
best Incentive that can be placed be- 
fore a salesman, to bring out his ut- 
most efforts tn behalf of the business. 

He is on an entirely different basis 
from the man on salary or commis- 
sion. He is not only close to the 
house, but is a very part of i{t. His 
interests and the interests of the house 
are one and the same. He Kas every 
inducement to use his best judgment 
to be careful in his deportment and 
with his expense account. 

He is not only making his way, but 
is laying by something for the future, 
which will grow more valuable by in- 
creased efforts on his part. 

He is a fixture, and is not easilv 
tempted. by offers from other concerns. 

He can say with pride, our house 
and our business, 

Being an interested member of the 
business gives him a better standing 
with his customers: he is not only a 
salesman or representative, but he is 
a part of the business, and speaks 
with authority, and his representations 
and promises carry more weight. 

In fact, to the writer, the ideal re- 
muneration for a salesman is a living 
salary, expenses paid and an interest 
in the business, to be paid for by divi- 
dends and profits, or commission on 
his sales.—James C. Marshall, in The 
Salesmanager.

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SALESMANSHIP. 


There is many a salesman who has 
failed to bring in the orders owing to 
his failure to create desire on the part 
of the buyers. It seems strange that a 
man who may be able to arouse in- 
terest and then attention can fall 
down on the next step if the sale—de- 
sire—but nevertheless it ig true. 

Having won the prospective cus- 
tomer’s attention, having interested 
him in the proposition, the next step 
is to create in his mind the desire 
for the goods, This is largely a mat- 
ter of applying the want of the goods 
to the customer’s own business. You 
may interest a man in a proposition, 
but the extent of his belief in it may 
be that he thinks It would be good for 
the other fellow. The man who has a 
store On A street may say, “Yes, that 
is a good line, and Mr. Brown, who runs 
a store on B street, would probably 
be interested in it.’’ But the salesman 
is not worrying about Mr. Brown at 
that time. What he wants to do is to 
show Mr. Smith on A street that these 
are the goods for him and maybe he 
will be interested in Mr. Brow'n later 
on. To gain this feeling of desire 
from the man to whom the salesman ls 
talking it is necessary that he put 
himself in the merchant’s place as 
much as possible. Try and imagine 
that you are going to retail the goods, 
Mr. Salesman, and figure what points 
about them you would want to stress 
if wou had the same class of trade as 
Mr. Smith has. It 
sell a man by showing him how he can 
sell the goods to his customers than 
by the effort_{o sell him anyhow, any- 
way, regardless of his interests. If 
you can show the merchant that he 
can turn over the goods you are hand- 
ling at a profit the sale is as good as 
made and never forget this fact. 

There are, however, two methods of 
creating this desire on the merchants 
part. The first, and only legitimate 
way, is by showing the merchant that 
you have his interests at heart and 
are really showing him something that 
it will be to his advantage to try. The 
other, and improper way, is by first 
making the merchant think that he 
cannot get the goods, and then, ap- 
parently as a favor, allowing him to 
make a “small purchase.” This is the 
system used by fakirs and ‘quick 
getaway” salesmen. It should never 
be employed by the responsible, re- 
liable salesman who wishes to do busl- 
ness along honest lines and to build 
up a good business reputation for him- 
self. Arouse the feeling of desire in 
the customer by showing him how he 
can make a lifetime profit out of your 
goods or how it will be beneficial to 
him to buv them, and then see that he 
ig benefited by the trade. This way 
you wil] win permanent success,

Another way in which a merchant 
will often lose for the time being in 
order to win in the long run {ts in 
the: advertising which he _ does. A 
merchant may run an advertising cam- 
paign which costs him several thou- 
sand dollars, of which sum he will 
only get back 50 per cent from the 
actual profits on the goods sold di- 
rectly by that campaign. Neverthe- 
less, the advertising will prove a big 
money-maker in the long run by the 
publicity which will have been given 
the store by that advertising, by the 
number of new customers who have 
been attracted to the store, by the oth- 
en goods sold after the trade is once 
attracted inside, and also by the cu- 
mulative results in increasing the 
amount of busines done and the num- 
ber of times per annum that the stock 
is turned over on the shelves. 

The courage to lose to win, to stoop 
to conquer, to retreat in order to gain 
ground is essential to the modern busl- 
ness man and to no business man moro 


so than to the retailer.

THE CREDIT MAN. 


There are two prime mistakes that a 
collector can make. One is the mistake 
of laxity andthe other that ofcloseness. 
It is hard to eay which is the worst. 
If he is too lax his house is si¥re to 
suffer from bad debts. If he is too close 
the house will likewise suffer from 
lost accounts and customers turned 
from friends into enemies. The prime 
object of the collector's art should be 
first the prompt collection of bills, 
and secondly the friendship of the men 
from whom he collects. Every credit 
man should remember that ten times 
a8 much satisfaction can be secured 
through the medium of pen and ink 
than through the law. A friendly let- 
ter will do more to help the status of 
an account than all the work that a 
lawyer can do in a Hfetime and a 
friendly interview is better than ten 
letters. In fact, there is no work in 
which the personal interview counts 
for more than that of the collector. 
There are impressions that can be 
siven by the clasp of a hand, by the 
look in an eye and by the tones of the 
Voice that the best written letter can 
convey. It igs these impressions 
that frequently make for the good or 
bad status of the account on the firm’s 
books, and the collector cannot be too 
careful of his manner and approach. 


‘When talking to a delinquent debtor 


idea to remind him in a 
courteous way that when he ordered 
the goods the insisted on prompt de- 
liveries and that surely now that the 
money is due the creditor has as much 
right to insist on prompt payment. 
That while he had made his calcula- 
tions on the delivery of the goods 
they have also made theing on the 
payment of the money, and that he is 
not treating them right in demanding 
promptness from them and not grant- 
ing it himself. This !s an argument 
that if properly presented will often 
Place the matter before the debtor in 
a light in which he has not regarded 
it before and it may be the means of 
coliecting many an otherwise bad debt. 
Most men are open to reason, and they 
want to be fair in their dealings. The 
only reason they do not pay promptly 
is because some poor credit -man or 
collector has trained them in their ear- 
lier days in the: belief that prompt 
payments are not absolutely essential. 
When you are too lax with a customer, 
Mr. Credit Man, remember this fact, 
and store it up in your mind, that nine 
out of every ten slow payers were 
made so by the tactics you are now 
employing in allowing that other man’s 
bill to run along.

A LITTLE, LESSON ON GIVING THE BABY A GOOD START 


The other day a woman interested 
in all she sees was walking down the 


principal residence street in Atlanta,’ 


when she was attracted by the pretti- 
ness of a blonde-haired baby in an 
ornate wicker carriage, with the usn- 
al blankets and pillows, lace trimmed 
and perfumed. The baby made an im- 
patient little jesture. The good nurse 
in attendance at once stopped the 
carriage, caressed the baby with a 


few words about “youse harngry,” and | 


pulled from under the blanket at 
baby’s feet a paper package. It con- 
tained the nursing bottle filled with 
milk. The baby looked expectant and 
joyful, and reached out its little 
hands. The nurse held the bottle 
to her cheek first, to see if the milk 
still were warm; then she placed it 
to her own mouth, tested the milk 
thoroughly and then put the bottle 
in the baby’s mouth. 

“How dare you?’ screamed 
woman witnessing the incident. 

“Why, ‘Miss,’”’ exclaimed the. faith- 
ful nurse, “little Mary’s ‘maw’ told me 
never to give the baby milk until I 
felt. it to see if it were warm, and 
tasted it, to see that the dairyman 
had brought the right kind’er milk.”

DOWN IN CRAP ANE 


Mystery Surrounds the Killing, 
Which Followed Unexpect- 
.ed Raid by Police. 


A dead negro, a stolen watch and a 
pawn ticket last night furnished the 
detective department of Atlanta the 
queerest line of coincidence in years. 
Beginning more than two weeks ago, 
the train of events gradually con- 
verged .until they met Saturday night, 
caught in the police mesh. 

Saturday afternoon at Ivy and De- 
catur streets there was the old cry 
of “Catch him!” and Officers T. M. 
Ivy and Steve Felder saw a fleeing ne- 
gro dart down the “race track.” Some- 
one cried that he had killed a man, 
and the officers started in pursuit. 
There’ was also the sound of two pis- 
tol shots. 

The negro dived behind the houses 
pn Edgewood avenue and plunged into 
@ room of the house in the rear of 
142 Edgewood—and there totally un- 
expected flushed a lively crap game. 
The dicers fled in all directions, 
smashing the furniture as they went. 
As the oficers entered two shots’ were 
fired, and Officer Ivy returned the 
fusillade with two shots from his own 
pistol. When the smoke cleared Anse 
Bruce, of 60 Chapel street, lay dead, 
but it was not known who killed him.

The merchants of Georgia who do 
not provide seats for their female em- 
ployees, and who have falfled to sig- 
nify a willingness to do so by Monday 
morning at 11 o’eclock, will be prose- 
cuted. So says H. M. Stanley, the state 
commissioner of commerce and labor, 
in a letter which fe has sent out to 
all persons and cotporations engaged 
in business in the state. The Atlanta 
busniess houses were notified Satur- 
day morning. 

Most of the Atlanta mercantile es- 
tablishments, he states, have complied 
with the law, and those who have not 
done so will be prosecuted unless they 
notify him of their intentions to do so 
at once. 

The law under which the commis- 
sioner is proceeding is as follows: 

“AlF persons and corporations em- 
Ploying females in manufacturing, me- 
chanical, or mercantile establishments 
must provide suitable seats, and permit 
their use by such females when not 
necessarily engaged in the active du- 
ties for which they were employed. 
Any person who shall fail to comply 
with the requirements of this section, 
and the officers of any corporation 
which shall fail to comply with said 
requirements, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor.” — !

SAYS DR. THRASH WHO SAW IT 


Few aocurate discussions of the 
world-famed “Friedmann cure” for tu- 
berculosis of the lungs have yet. been 
written, despite the fact that no oth- 
er medical event of the decade has 
been so much before the public eye.

are more or less immune to tubercu- 
losis, 
Analogy in Smallpox. 

One of the best object lessons which 
we have of this is smallpox. The im- 
munity of the cold-blooded animal will 
produce an attenuation of weakening 
of the tuberculosis germ by growing 
them in this animal, Just as the germs 
of smallpox are attenuated by grow- 
ing them in a cow. This animal be- 
ing in a measure immune against this 
disease, the smallpox polson, after be- 
ing grown in a cow, and a person in- 
oculated with this virus is said to be 
vaccinated. The word come from vac- 
ca, meaning a cow. We have since 
come to use the term In all cases where 
attenuated bacteria or thelr metabolic 
products are used in the treatment of 
disease. This mode of treatment !s 
called “vaceine therapy,” and Fried- 
mann’s method is only one of the modi- 
fications of this vaccine therapy. 

The principal objection to his plan 
of administering these germs is, that 
just as the bacteria are attenuated by 
growing them in the turtle on account 
of the immunity of this animal, just so 
when they are put back into the 
human being they may return to their 
former traits of virulence in this be- 
ing, who is more or less susceptible to 
the disease.

Attorney Reuben R. Arnold, who

“It is time for the well balanced 
people of this town to get together and 
see that our affairs are operated on 
a common sense basis. 

“Tl favor Sunday moving pictures. I 
favor Sunday baseball. I favor a more 
liberal and broad-gauge policy. 

“By this I do not mean that the 
should be lifted all the way off. 

I mean that we are verging too dan- 
gerously near Cotton Matherism and 
the old ‘blue laws’ of New England. 

“Atlanta is a cosmopolitan city. it 
is made up of people of all nations anil 
all ereeds. Therefore, it behooves us 
to pursue a liberal policy. 

“Sunday is the only day left for the 
majority of people in which they may 
have recreation. 
people up, as some of our zealous 
formers seem to want. 


Puritanism is Spreading. 


“The gpirit of Puritanism seems to 
be spreading in the south and some of 
people, if not restrained, would 
other people for witchcraft, in 
People are not made bet- 
ter by tight-rule laws. The dreadful 
bigotry that, on the one hand, would 
deny the people innocent pleasures, in 
my opinion, is almost as bad in 
hurtful tendencies as the vice and 
crime wich, on the other hand, these 
people profess to denounce. This city 
is being badly hurt by a few bigoted 
men who represent nobody but tnem- 
selves, and who are trying to erect a 
standard of their own for the morals 
of the community, and who are going 
to carry the matter so far that, in its 
disgust, the town is liable to swing to 
the utter extreme and go entirely too 
fer in the direction of taking the lid 
off.

About the only experience Atlanta ever 
had with mines was the disastrous ex- 
perience of the few individuals who 
invested in mfhing, stocks. They were 
s00n parted from “their money. One 
Atlanta citizen tested the matter thor- 
oughly; he owned 50,0090 shares in 
sixty-six different ateck companles: 
when he died and his estate was sold 
out at the courthouse the entire estate 
brought $4.85. 


The mines producing wealth around 
Atlanta are all one—real estate. Ivy 
street produced, more dividends in the 
shape of enhancement than the entire 
output of the Cripple Creek district. 
Stock in the Ivy street mine went 
from 200 up to 800 in three vears. The 
Peachtree mine has yielded some good 
returns in the past few years. Stock 
in this well-known profit-sharing 
street went from 500 up to 1,500 in 
three vears. West Peachtree, a gold- 
producing local mine, sent its shares 
up from 159 to 500 in the same length 
of time. No shares of stock ever 
printed in green and gold with scroli 
work around the edges made as muth 
money for its owners as the three 
streets just mentioned, and there are 
many other unworked mines in Atlanta 
just as good.

Georgians in Washington have been 
much interestedinthe cable dispatches 
from Paris stating that exception has 
been taken there to the use of the 
words “legal adviser to the American 
consulate in Paris” in the official an- 
nouncement of the nomination of Don- 
ald Harper, formerly of Rome, Ga., 
and now one of the leading Amerti- 
can lawyers of Paris, as chevalier 
of the legion or honor.

“The objection raised revives an old- 
tirne dispute which has been fought 
not only in regard to the consulate, 
but also to the embassy. A certain 
American iawyer’s diploma as cheva- 
lier of the legion, of honor, dated 
1901, describes him as attorney to the 
consulate of the United States, while 
the diploma, when he was promoted 
to be an officer in 1807, describes him 
as a former attorney. Between those 
dates American lawyers tn Paris main- 
tained that his appointment as attor- 
ney to the consulate gave the holder 
of the diploma an unfair advantage 


and induced the state department to 
abolish the office.

Those present included Dr. Wilson 
and Miss Wilson, grandchildren of 
Livingstone, who are proceeding at an 
early date to Central Africa as med- 
ical missionaries. 


Is the Stage a Profession? 


That acting in Germany is really a 
profession for everyone who goes on 
the stage, and that it is often no more 
than an intermittent activity in Amer- 
ica, is the contention of Carl Sauer- 
mann, who is now appearing as Pro- 
fessor Bhaer in “Little Women.” As 
he received all his training in the 
Vaterland, where he Played the lead 
under the management of Brahm, of 
the Lessing theater, and of Max Rein- 
hardt in Berlin, and as he has been 
in this country for five years at the 
Irving Place theater and playing in a 
Vaudeville. skit all over the country 
with the Orpheum circuit, one may 
well believe that he knows whereof he 
Speaks. In an interview in The Thea- 
tre magazine for March, he says: 

fhe conditions over there make it 
possible for any actor, from the time 
he first goes on the stage, to build 
up a career for himself,” he said, “and 
that is because there is system and 
order in the theatrical world and be- 
Cause the actors and actresses have 
Succeeded in forming a union which 
helps them to regulate their affairs 
and to guard their rights. This union, 
the ‘Deutsche Buhnengenossenschatft,’ 
publishes an almanac, a directory, if 
you will, in which each and every 
actor and actress is recorded with a 
list of parts they have played, the 
theaters they have played them in and 
the number of times they have played 
them. Besides this, it publishes a 
weekly paper, which contains the pro- 
Sram of each theatrical performance 
in any theater in the entire empire. 
Thanks to this, if I want to, I can tell 
just exactly what role Meyer in Olden- 
burg is appearing in and what Schmidt 
is doing in Wurzburg. This enables 
also the managers and the agents to 
watch you. I know that my contract 
expires in a few months, so I write to 
my agent in Berlin or Hamburg that 
I shall be free at such and such a 
time; he reads up in these papers 
what I am doing, and by the time 
come to him, he knows just exactly 
what it is that I want, and he finds 
it for me. The Same way with a 
manager. He is looking for a man to 
play comedy character parts—wh2t 
does he do? Refers to the directory 
to find such a one, and then communit- 
cates with him through the weekly. 

“Of course, you must remember, the 
stage is older in Germany; it has es- 
tablished more traditions, and educa- 
tion !n the arts is much more each 
person’s portion than it is here. Then, 
too, there are better and more oppor. 
tunities for learning stagecra?t 
through the svstem of repertotre thea- 
ters. At each there are a few prac- 
ticed and experienced repertoire actors 
and a much larger number of ‘volon- 
taires’—what you might call appren- 
tices—who receive perhaps 100 marks 
a month and the privilege of learning 
from watching rehearsals and taking 
small parts here and there. They are 
the little satellites about the _ stars, 
but if they are dillgent, they grow up 
to be planets, too. As each company 
has a vast collection of plays, mod- 
ern and classic, always in readiness, 
you can imagine how versatile an 
actor in one of the ‘Residenz’ or ‘Hof- 
theater’ (the municipal theaters with 
their permanent stock companies) be- 
comes. Then these various” troupes 
visit each other's towns, perhaps, and 
so their actors become known to the 
other managers and to the people in 
another town—and that, in turn, Cre- 
ates other openings. 

“But here—what sort of a- schooling 
do vou offer your young people? You 
get a part by chance; you play it for 
six months or a year and then—what? 
You played one thing well, but what 
manager will take the risk that you 
ean play something else just as well? 
You are a ‘type,’ and until you can 
find something else just in ‘your line,’ 
as they say, you may go tramping for 
awhile. And if you play on the road, 
who knows yvour work? I do not say 
that this is always so, but it is pretty 
general. See all the young men and 
women sitting around in the agencies 
from the time thev open until they 
elose at night. waiting. waiting for 
someone to come in who {ts looking 
for their ‘type.’ They are sitting 
there, hungry and unhappy and eager 
for work, but the manager who has 
a verv definite idea in his mind of 
the person for whom he is looking to 
fill, let us Say, the part of a waiter, 
passes them all by and goes on. On 
the street, he sees the man he is look- 
ing for: he hails him. What is he do- 
ing? He is a waiter in so-and-so's. 
Good! What does he get there? Would 
he be willing, for a few ‘dollars a 
week more, to take the part of the 
waiter in this play? Surely, and why 
not? -If one can make a little more 
money at acting a waiter than at be- 
ing a waiter, what harm to substitute 
the theater for the restaurant for 
awhile? The play is over; there are 
no more parts for waiters, and our 
friend goes back to the restaurant 
again. That is not fiction I am tell- 
ing you, it is the truth: I know of such 
a case and Sthers like it. too. W hen 
vou are changing professions like that 
constantly, what incentive is there for 
doing vour best work?”

“Official Information.” 


The United States senate has 
issued a pamphlet which contains an 
official attempt of the government to 
enlighten its citizens on the “Fried- 
mann treatment for tuberculosis,” a 
document submitted by the secretary 
of state to the president and trans- 
mittted by the latter to the senate, by 
which it was published as senate doc- 
ument No. 1018. With the exception 
of a less than two-page introduction 
by the consul general at Berlin, this 
document consists entirely of a trans- 
lation of Dr. Friedmann’s Berlin ad- 
dress and the discussions on it as they 
appeared some time ago in The Ber- 
liner klinische Wockenschrift. The 
technical language of this translation 
can be compared only to that some- 
times seen in the unedited letters of 
“voodoo” and similar “doctors.” 

Why the government came to pub- 
lish such a ridiculous document is an 
interesting question, says The Jour- 
nal of the American Medical assocla- 
tion. the answer to which may throw 
some light on the manner in which 
the United States endeavors to han- 
dle medical problems.

The fact that pa- 
tients must go to Berlin for treat- 
ment was sufficiently advertised in 
the daily press: the German medical 
journals containing Friedmann’s 
dress were received by all the 

ing medical libraries of the 

States. and by many private subscrib- 
ers. in November; side-lights on the 
subiect were given by the Berlin cor- 
respondents of the American medical 
journals. Would ft not have been 
simpler for the senate to appeal 
(through the president tf this formal- 
itv were necessary) to the surgeon 
general of the public health service, 
who. was presumably in possession of 
all this information several weeks 
aro? Were it deemed desirable to ob- 
tain furtheri nformation on the sub- 
ject, could not the senate have author- 
ized the public health service to send 
to Berlin a man who is conversant 
with tuberculosis? This would seem 
a more direct method than the one 
pursued—but then the public would
